Accordingly,  this  very  antient  Manucript 
acquires  great  additional  interest  from  the  copious 
EXTRACTS  from  ChRYSOSTOM,  GrEGORY  NySSEN, 
Athanasius,  Damascenus,  Dionysius  Areopagita, 
Gregory,  Maximus,  Basilius,  Cyril,  Theodorus, 
and  others,  against  the  Manichseans,  Sabellians, 
Valentinians,  and  numerous  others.
